The Bureau said in its Ottawa 
statement today that the decline 
was spurred by lower food prices. 
The decline brought a halt to a suc- 
cession of increases in the first four 
months of the year, The index was, 
however, well above the May, 1957, 
figure of 121-point-one. 

The drop in the food index, com- 
bined with a decrease in the house- 
hold operations component, more 
than offset increases in the shelter, 
clothing and “o%her” commodities 
and services categories during the 
period. 

The food index fell to 122-point- 
seven from 123-point-four a month 
earlier —UPT.

A search for oil in Mariposa 
Township which was started 16 years 
ago is to be resumed in the next few 
months, This was confirmed today 
by the people who own the farm on 
wich the drilling is to commence. 


‘The area was Geclared potentially 
oil bearing some years ago by an 
oil exploration expert, He moved 
into the district with drilling equip- 
ment in 1942 and crilled to a consid- 
erable depth before he ran out of 
funds and had to abandon the pro- 
Ject. 

In the interim the drill hole has 
been capped and money has been 
earned to continue the project. 

The exploration authority claims 
that the prospects for bringing in 
oil are good, geological factors being 
those associated with ofl-bearing 
regions.

Careless driving hearing follows 
wintertime bus-car fatality 


A careless driving charge against 
the Lindsay driver of a Peterbor- 
ough-Lindsay: bus will be heard in 
Peterborough on Thursday. 

Mrs. Ronald Ainsworth, mother of 
three young children, was instantly 
killed when the car in which she 
was riding was in collision with 
the bus. The bus and the car ended 
up in the ditch on the same side of 
the road. The bus was Lindsay-bound 
the car was Peterborough-bound And 
when the bus came to a stop it was 
in the ditch on the car's side of the 
road, 


At the time of the accident it was 
stated that a car was parked on the 
same side of the road as the bus 
was travelling and the bus driver 
was reported as saying that due to 
road conditions he couldn't stop in 
time to avoid a collision with it, 
swerved to pass it and was confront- 
ed with the Ainsworth vehicle. The 
left front side of the Ainsworth car 
was almost totally demolished by 
the collision with the right front side 
of the pus. Mr, Ainsworth said later 
he took to the ditch on his side 


when he saw je bus coming toward 
him. Several people in the bus were 
injured. 

Mr. Ainsworth is still recovering 
from a hip injury which required 
surgery and extensive hospital 
treatment. The family has been 
divided as a result of the accident

Lindsay is rapidly becoming increasingly con- 
scious of the potential attraction it has in its natural 
waterway ... the Scugog River. The Scugog River 
has been sadly neglected and subjected to many ab- 
uses in recent years but, with application and dedica- 
cation, there shouldn’t be any insurmountable ob- 
stacles in the way of helping it resume its attractive 
qualities, qualities which have only been defaced, not 
erased. ‘ 

There are several ways in which the river and its 
banks may be made more appealing and outwardly 
attractive. There are many places at which a start 
might be made and one of these is, of course, to clean 
up. the river itself by eliminating the use of it asa | 
dumping ground for waste. The riyer has been badly 
treated this year especially and, while we have not 
arrived at all the causes for its frequent periods of un- 
sightliness, we are.convinced that effective remedial 
action is not being applied by those whose respon- 
sibility it is to look after such things. 

It is true that there are days when the condition 
of the river is appealing. It appears fairly clean on 
those days and one could find little fault with it, but 
there are other days when it is an out-and-out mess, 
slime and debris covered, repulsive and a shameful 
example of man’s violation of natural beauty. 

We cannot accept an attitude of indifference to- 
ward finding a solution to the problem of cleaning up 
the river any more than we can believe that it is im- 
possible to arrive at a solution which would be offen- 
sive to none and beneficial to all. It is our intention to 
pursue this matter and we hope to make progress in 
bringing about effective river cleanup measures.

Mother Facing Problem 
With 15-Year-Old Daughter, 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn; How does 
one bring up a 15-year-old daughter 
to be happy, content and, in gen- 
eral, a nice teen-ager? Help me if 
you can and please make it soon, 
Until recently our daughter was 
our pride and joy. She Js in her 
second year high—and somehow her 
attitude to her family and life has 
changed. She has two sisters but 
constantly fights with the older of 
the two. There is such hatred be- 
tween these two girls that it caus- 


‘es much unpleasantness and. un- 


happiness in our household. 

Doctor, our daughter feels that 
she doesn’t have to do a bit of work 
around the house, How can I make 
her understand that belonging to 
a family one must do things to help 
one another? She talks of going a- 
way if she is .corrected. (Doctor 
Steinerohn, could you write some- 
thing in your colmun—she reads it 
every day—about the responsibilities 
of young children to their parents?) 
Please write something that will 
help straighten out her young mind. 

I know you are not an advisor, 
that you are a doctor, and don’t usu- 
ally write about how children should 
be reared. Nevertheless, in your 
work, I’m sure you have come across 
problems similar to ours, I feel that 
if I could just get her to see things 
differently she would be happy in- 
side and enjoy life more. I do want 
our children to be contented with 
their home and family, but it is dif- 
ficult with friction going on every 
day. 

Anything you can say, Dr. Stein- 
crohn, will be greatly appreciated. 
Perhaps I’m the cne at fault. I only 
wish I knew! Thank you so much.

ANSWER: Guess! Gtess! That is 

all we can do for you. Yes, in my 
practice I have seen scores of fam- 
ily disruptions similar to yours. 
Mrs. G. There were times when the 
child was at fault; sometimes it was 
the father; at other times the mo- 
ther. Not forgetting a father-in-law, 
mother-in-law or grandparent. 
Wherever human beings are thrown 
together in close confinement. In 
your home, how is one to know who, 
if anyone, is at fault? But one thing 
is evident. You must not leave the 
solution to a 15-year-old. 
, You say your daughter “until re- 
cently” was your pride and joy. 
What has happened? Who lit the fire 
under her? Let me tell you about a 
few problems similar to your own. 

I recall a teen-ager who became 
@ personality problem. All sweetness 
and light turned to vinegar. Why? 
Why? asked the parents. At last 
they went to a counsellor. Later 2v- 
ents proved that the child’s emo-. 
tional upheaval dated back to a 
distinct cleavage between father and 
mother. They hadn't even realized 
that the fault might be theirs. The 
child straightened out when they 
did. Of course, I remember cases 
where the parents never were able 
to “patch it up” and the children 
went from bad to worse, 

There was the case of teen-age re- 
volt that was due to a grand-moth- 
er who unwittingly nurtured discon- 
tent in the house. There was the 
father who was strict and unbend- 
ing. There ns the mother who had 
been rejecting her child. What a 
job the psychiatrist had convincing 
her of that.

In reference to the Oil wells, 
Mrs. Robinson gave a brief history 
of the growth of the oil wells at 
Virden. “This little town is prob- 
ably the only one in Canada where 
drive-in theatre goers can watch 
either a movie or the pumping oil 
well jurst right of the screen, Virden 
is Manitoba's of] capital. Oil is 
pouring millions of dollars into this 
town. Ninety-seven per cent of the 
production is within a twenty-mile 
radius of the town. Twenty-two 
companies work in the area. Fifty- 
four drilling, trucking, pipeline or 
other oil-affiliated firms operate out 
of Virden. It is not only surrounded 
by oil—it lives on an oil field. Within 
the 640 acres there are 16 produc- 
ing wells, one for every 40 acres. 
When they are all operating and 
royalties being paid to indiviuuals in 
Virden may collect around $60,000 
a year, depending on production, 
The town itself will collect $26,000 
yearly. 

“Fiye years ago,’ she continued, 
this town had two industries ( a 
creamery and a flour mill) and a 
dreary array of brick buildings and 
a few quaint fieldstone buildings. 
Today, Virden has 3,422 people, 238 
new ranch-style homes and 31 sleek 
new business buildings. It’s Manito- 
ba’s most exciting oi] boom.” “Ever 
since the town was founded in 1882, 
Virden’s Scottish and English people 
have taken themselves seriously.

GERIATRIC PROBLEMS 
FEELS LIFE IS 
THROUGH AT 50 

Dear Dr. Steincronn: I have just 
turned fifty, I am frank to say 
that this birthday has depressed 
me. Most of my life is behind 
me. What is there to look forward 
to. 'd appreciate any comforting re 
marks. Thany you. Mr, E.NF. 

ANSWER: At age 50 you still 
have a life expectancy of about 
25 years, In other words, another 
THIRD of a lifetime. I suppose 
one reason you are depressed Is 
that you think that the “one-third 
lifetime of old age” is not worth 
living. Call ib whistling in the 
dark by oldsters, nevertheless it 
fis true that the twilight years still 
contain more than a fair share 
of sunlight. 

For instance, consider what Noel 
Coward, age 58, sald in answer 
to questions put by Robert Peter- 


son. In answer to what Coward 
thought of growing old he said: 
‘I'm all for it, I'm close to 60 


and proud of {t. I think people 
should take pride in their years.” 

What did he think about life 
after forty?

ANSWER: Unexplained “fainting | 
spells” certainly deserve investiga- 
tion, Especially so if, as in your} 
husband's case, they are potentlally 
dangerous to innocent people. Ap- 
peal to your husband’s sense of} 
|fair play, Mrs. HH. If you have! 
any children, ask him how he'd 
feel if they had to ride with a 
man who might have blackout at 
| any time. 
| For his sake, yours and that} 
of other people, I suggest that) 
you insist that he visit a doctor | 
for a complete physical, If he still 
says that he won't, I think you 
have the right to report his con- 
dition to youx family doctor. 

I can’t give you the reason for 
these blackout. Blood tests may 
show that he has developed an 
abnormally low blood sugar level. 
Or, the electrocardiogram may show 
evidence of “heart block” or some 
other cardiac irrergulariiy. Investi- 
gation of his nervous system may 
pinpoint the trouble in his brain, 

There are dozen of possible causes 
for sudden fainting spells. I can 
only speculate. It is your job to 
get your husband to his doctor;

A skunk which was alleged to be 
responsible or digging up lawns in 
the Sylvan Crescent area, will no 
longer be active. The varmint was 
Shot by a Lindsay Police officer last 
Friday as the animal paraded up 
and down the street with a tin can 
stuck on his head. (The can was an 
empty “Toddy” tin, carboard sides 
and metal base.) 

Police were called to the scene of 
operations shortly before the eight 
o'clock hour, when residents saw the 
skunk on the sidewalk aparently 
trapped. Try as it would the striped 
creature which few will approach 
at close range, couldn't shake the 
can from off its head. 5 

When Police Officers mae efforts 
to release the animal, local resi- 
dents are reported to have obiected 
to freeing it to continue its digging 
operations. Police Officer D. 
Thomson returned to the office for 
a shot gun and dispatched the skunk 
forthwith, thus ending the terror 
of Sylvan Crescent. 

Chief Hunter told “The Post” it 
would appear that these animals 
have of recent years been on the 
increase. One of the reasons put 
forward for this state of affairs, 
may lie in the fact that during the 
depression years many people trap- 
per skunks for their pelts so that 
they might be sold, but in these days, 
continued the chief, very few people 
if any, can withstand the hazards 
of that occupation, especially for 
such small monetary agins. 

Finally a tip from the chief, for 
all people wishing to dispose of these 
animals should they find them in 
the house or cellar - - keep the tail 
down. When this is kept down the 
animal cannot use its much dread- 
ed weapon. 

If the plan is to club tne animal, 
the advice offered is to hit it across 
the neck thereby rendering it un- 
conscious, but at all times keeping 
the tail down.

Gas war prospects fade, 
armistice at other towns 
report gas company action 


The prospects of a gas war at 
Lindsay have faded into the back- 
ground. That's the word from those 
in the business this morning .. . The 
Lindsay dealers now feel confident 
that the gas war will not come here. 

The reason Lindsay dealers are 
so confident is found in the fact 
that the gas wars which have pre- 
vailed at Peterborough and Ome- 
mee are now reported to have called 
an armistice . .. They're all over 
now. 

It is alleged that the gas compan- 
jes got their heads together and 
decided the situation had gone far| 
enough. It is further alleged that 
they withdrew, unanimously, their | 
subsidization of warring dealers and 
this put the dealers back in busi- | 
ness at regular prices. 

One report tells-of an oil comp- 
any allegedly subsidizing its prod- 
ucts to the extent of 62 cents per 
gallon of gasoline. A Lindsay dealer 
told “The Post” before the wars at 
Peterborough and Omemee ended, 
that he was authorized by his comp- 
any to join the war “if one started” 
and that the company would back 
him to the extent of 5 cents per gal- 
lon. He was, however, urged not | 
to fire the opening shot in a Lindsay 
price war. 

The word “combine” has been} 
heard in some quarters during the 
gas war incident. It is alleged that 
gasoline users are in the grips of a 
combine but when those who make 
the allegations are asked to elabor- 
ate, they decline. 

“Price fixing” has also been alleg- 
ed with the cessation of the gas war 

. .. One observer remarked that it 
seemed “funny” that all gas out- 
lets were affected by the unex- 
pected decision to discontinue the 
price war.

| Even though the general intent 


|of Mr. Broome’s bill probably will 
| be opposed by no one, it is almost 
certain, due to the intricacies of 
parliament behavior, that it wil] not 
| be passed. 

However, the bill and the discus- 
| sion it evokes could form the basis 
|for later, government sponsored 
| legislation along similar lines. 

It is possible that the Broome bill 
could be referred to a parliamentary 
committee, revised there and passed 
in a more elaborate form. 

The legislation would apply only 
to companies chartered through the 
Federal Government. Most compan- 
ies are chartered’ under provincial 
| authority but federal legislation in 
;such matters frequently leads to 
| corresponding provincial develop- 
| ments. c 

Mr. Broome said later that while 

his bill was “not out of line with 

government policy” it was his own 
| idea. 

| He felt that it would bring U.S.- 
owned companies closer into line 
with Canadian thinking but wonid 
not solve all the problems. 

Mexico, Brazil and other count- 
ties have similar laws he said. 
Many U. S. parent firms now are 
“absentee landlords” of their Cana- 
dian holdings. 

OTHER IDEAS 

If he succeeds in promoting legi-

A Mexican Airlines plane with 
45 persons aboard hag crashed in 
a mountain 12 miles from Guadal- 
ajara, Mexico, 

There was no sign of life at 
the scene. The plane crashed early 
Tuesday on a flight from Tijuana 
to Mexico City by way of Guadal- 
ajara. It took off from Guadalajara 
in a heavy rainstorm and hit the 
top of San Augustine Mountain 
shortly afterward, 

Apparently there were no survivors 
among the 38 passengers and seven 
crew members on the Aeronayes 
De Mexico Constellation. 

Searchers found the wreckage 


smashed against the 8,000-foot- 
high mountain at daylight today. 
Rescue parties were dispatched 
immediately for the almost-jnacces- 
sible summit. 

The plane took off in a heavy 
rainstorm for the captital at 12.07 
am. EDT. The pilot checked in 
routinely at 12:17 a.m, EDT, but 
after that there was nothing but 
silence. 

Rescue workers said the plane 
apparently hit the ‘mountaintop 
shortly afterward. While the moun- 
tain is 6,000 feet high, Guadalajara 
itself is 5,000 feet aboye- sea level 
—making the crash scene 3,000 
feet above ground level. 


Council to visit 


No cost to taxpayer 
envisaged by chairman, 


“This plan has a great potential 
and it will benefit the whole of the 
town,” Councillor J. McQuarrie de- 
clared as he made public plans for 
the beautification and the develop- 
ment of the Scugeg River at Monday 
night's meeting of the town coun- 
cil, 

The plan, which is the brainchild 
of the Parks Board Management 
Committee and the Lindsay Planning 
Board, calls for Council to give 
guidance and help in the deyelop- 
ment of this focal point of the town. 

Councillor McQuarrie told memb- 
ers that the matter had been gone 
into at great length by both the 
Parks Committee and the Planning 
Board and they were of the unani- 
mous opinion that the development 
would be of very great benefit to 
the town, The Councillor went on 
to speak of the fine work Mr. Carl 
Brown's committee had done in the 
beautification of McDonald Park 
area. He also asked that Council 
give Mr. Baty some guidance on the 
future plans for the building of boat 
houses on the river banks. 

Councillor Mel DeGroat stated he 
was not too clear in his mind exactly 
what the plan envisaged. He wanted 
to know whether the object of the 
plan was to clean up the river, or 
just exactly what was in the minds 


-of the planners, 


“Do you think that something 
should be done to eliminate the 
dumping of rubbish and refuse in 
the river,” asked Councillor R- 
Lamb. Mayor Burrows interjected 
he didn’t think anyone could dump 
any rubbish in the water. 

“There is certainly a lot of it going 
on, especially in the Wellington 
Street Bridge area replied Mr. Lamb. 

Reeve Bruce Maidens wanted to 
know whether it had ever been es- 
tablished who owns the land on 
both sides of the river. 

“The land is privately-owned,” 
Mr, McQuarrie commented. He went 
on to tell members that the plan 
called for the gradual acquisition 
of land over a number of ‘years. “It 
is going to be a long term plan.” he 
stated, 

Reeve Maidens was on his feet 
remarking it would take 100 years 
for that to be done, He said he 
thought the job should be done in 
five years or so, “Wo are just going 
to develop the hanks,” pointed out 
Councillor McQuarrie. “In many 
instances it would be possible to 
develop to 200 feet while in other 
spots it may only be to a depth of 


ten feet or so, The idea is thato. 


this work should be carried out ac- 
cording to a plan... At the mom- 
ent the Parks Committee are doing 
a fine job but they have no long 
torm plan and that is what is badly 
needed.” 

Deputy-Reeve Harry Peirce said 
he would like to see one area desig- 
nated to boathouses as at the mom- 
ent it is most unsightly. % 

The question of who owns the river 
bank was posed again by the mayor. 
The general conclusion eached 
seemed to be that it was the De- 
partment of Transport. It was sug- 
gested that this matter be looked 
into further before anything was 
done, (No one asked the assess- 
ment, commissioner who is reported 
fo be in close touch with this situ- 
ation.) 

Chairman of the Parks Board 
Management Committee. Mr. Carl 
Brown, who has been connected with 
the committee for the past few 
years, told Councillors that his de- 
partment had been extremely grati- 
fied to find that the citizens so far 
approached, had all given the ut- 


most co-operation and in many in-- 


stances had donated property. to the 
board. “It will not cost the taxpayer 
anything with the increased assess- 
ment that we receive as a result of 
our efforts.

The parting remarks on the mat- 
ter included an observation by Coun- 
cillor Lamb, “the land belongs to 
the people who want to use it,” to 
which Mayor Burrows commented, 
“Well I hope so.” 

Upon motion of Mr. McQuarrie, it 
was decided that plans regarding 
the building of boathouses along the 
river banks, and the development 
plans for the river, be given further 
Study, and a recommendation 
brought before Council at the earliest 
possible date,

IF WE TAKE HEED... 

The tragic death at Minden this week of a little 
child is a reminder of the potential hazard an unat- 
tended or unprotected excavation presents. 

The Minden incident is not an exceptional nor 
an unusual development. 
sedies over the years and there will probably be more 
in years to come but that doesn’t mean that responsible 
people cannot profit by this experience and take steps 
to try and prevent a recurrence, 

If we were asked to make recommendations for 
the protection of such excavations, we would advise a 
secure covering even if the hole was to be of a tempor- 
ary nature. We would further urge that the manual of 
instructions to utility companies employees make spe- 
cial reference to the need for properly protecting ex- 
eavations and ensuring that no unused post or pole 
holes be permitted to exist. 

There is another hazard which occasionally claims 
a life and that is the one created by “burying” a well 
or a cistern. In these cases some logs or planks are 
usually slung across the opening, earth is thrown over 
it and. the years pass. Unexpectedly, at some future 
time, an unsuspecting person or animal trods on the 
“buried” well or cistern and disaster can result. If 
these excavations are to be abandoned, there are only 
two safe ways: cover them with concrete at ground 
level or to fill them completely. 

Man can fall into enough traps without delibera- 
tely setting them. 


CROSS WITH THE RIGHT SIGNAL 

Enforcement of a law which makes it an offense 
to eross an intersection against an existing traffic 
signal is designed to help promote safety. It is not 
an action aimed at imposing a hardship on anyone 
nor a case of exercising authority. 

We are an impatient people today, a wait for a 
traffic signal (especially for the young) seems inter- 
tminable, something that “didn’t ought to be’. We 
come to an intersection, the signal is against us, there 
there is no traffic in close range and the urge to cross 
grips us. It we obey it, the move could be our last for 
a while at least and maybe forever. Modern vehicles 
are also impatient and they cover great distances in 
a remarkably short time... Their take-off power is 
highly accelerated and what may have been a clear 
traffic lane a second before could well be occupied 
by a fast-moving vehicle by the time a pedestrian gets 
into it. The rest of the story is not hard to imagine. 

We believe the idea is good and should promote 
traffic safety ... We hope it will never be necessary to 
penalize anyone for disobeying this regulation but it 
would be better for one who violates it to be penalized 
than hospitalized.

Pistol-packing 
Polish woman 
Picked up 


The story of a vistol-packing Pol- | 


ish woman, who arrived in town last |

cent told the court she has been liv- 
ing in Canada for the past 13 years. 
With the aid of an interpreter she | 
told how she secured a ride in a 
car from Toronto and said she was | 
heading fon Oshawe but unfortun- 
ately the driver of the vehicle and 
she got drunk. When they arrived in 
Lindsay she didn’t know just where 
she was and to further complicate 
matters, the party who brought her 
here had left her stranded. 

Constable Ralph Fountain in giv- 
ing evidence told how he was sum- 
moned to the local OPP office late 
on Saturday night, to investigate a 
story the woman told of being held | 
up and her motor vehicle being 
stolen from her by three hitchhik- 
ers she said she had picked up. Fur- 
ther investigations disclosed that 
the accused has no car and further- 
more she is known by the police in 
Toronto, the officer disclosed, having 
had robbery and vagrancy charges 
laid against her in that city. 

The officer testified that the wo- 
man left Toronto on Friday night 
in company with a former Lindsay 
resident, They arrived in town a- 
bout 5.30 pm. on Saturday, and 
after spending most of that night 
drinking together, the man left her 
and, that is when she related her 
story to police, the officer declared,

Claim officer borrowed motorcycle privately, 
without Chief’s consent, Town gets bill 


“The town was really taken for 
a ride on this matter” complained 
Deputy-reeve Harry Peirce at Mon- 
day night's meeting of Lindsay 
Council. The matter under discus- 
sion at the time was a bill for 
$137.50 which Police Committee 
Chairman Joseph Hutton was pre- 
senting for payment on behalf of 
repairs to a motorcycle for vaat 
department, 

“what did we do, buy a new motor- 
cycle,” asked Reeve Maidens. 

The chairman polnted out that 
the bl] was in payment for repairs 
carried out at a local service sta- 
tion to a machine that had been 
borrowed by a police officer, from 
a citizen, to assist in traffic duty 
at, the last Lindsay Central Ex- 
hibition, 


To Councillor Pepper's query as 
to whether he was aware the ma- 
chine had been borrowed by the 
officer, Chief John Hunter replied 
“he was not aware that this was 
the fact. The officer had a ma- 
chine of his own and I thought 
that he was using it.” 

Councillor Pepper went on to ask 
if he was to understand that an 
officer took it upon himself to 
borrow a machine from a citizen 
without the authorization of the 
chief. 

Chairman Hutton stated the ma- 
chine, as far as the officer was 
concerned, was just’ as good when 
he took it back as it was at the 
time it Was borrowed from the 
individual.” “But it appears,” went 
on the’ chairman, “the party was 
borrowed privately without the 
chief's permission and said he felt 


the bill should be returned to the 
not satisfied with the condition of 
the machine.” 

Councillor J. McQuarrie wanted 
to know why the account had taken 
almost nine months to reach the 
Council, This happened last. year 
and therefore the chairman at that 
time should have presented this 
bill, (Councillor Russell Lamb was 
chairman of the department in last 
year's Council). The Councillor 
concluded by saying that if this 
bill were allowed to go through and 
be paid by the town it would lead 
lo a dangerous situation. 

Deputy-veeye Peirce deplored She 
fact that the machine had veen 
officer concerned so that he could 
pay it. 

“T took it upon myself to auth= 
orize the necessary repairs to the 
machine,” said the chairman. “Af- 


ter receiving numerous phone calls 
on the matter, I thought it the 
only thing possible, I did it to 
preserve the good name of the 
town,” concluded Mr. Hutton. 

Reeve Bruce Maidens said al- 
though he did not condone the 
actlon of the officer he felt the 
Council should stand behind the 
chairman and back him up tothe 
hilt. In future though, warned the 
Reeve, authorization should be ob- 
tained from the chairman for 
things of this nature. Mr, Peirce 
said he felt that threw a new light 
on the situation and he would go 
along with Myr, Maiden’s sugges- 
tion. 

It was moyed by Reeve Maidens, 
seconded by Councillor Lamb, that 
the bill amounting to a little over 
$137 for repairs to the motorcycle 
be pald by the town.

The coal dealer said he didn’t know 
of any Lindsay dealers now buying 
from Lehigh Valley Coal Sales. He 
couldn't account for the fact that 
this company was advertising prices 
50 cents per ton below what the 
price was expected to be with other 
companies as of July 1st.

The Bullfight Menace 


“We are confident that Canadians 


as a race are opposed to bullfighting” 


The Ontario Society For Prevention Of Cruelty To 
Animals has made a clear declaration of its stand on 
the subject of the proposed “bloodless sbullfight” at 

Lindsay, 

It is contained in this special dispatch from the 
Ontario S.P.C.A.’s Toronto headquarters and reads, 
quote: 5 

“A bullfight is planned in Ontario this swmmer! 
Tt is purported to be a “bloodless” or “satirized” bull 
fight, with the object of displaying the “art? and 
“pageantry” of this barbaric sport. But whether or 
not animals are to be killed they will be taunted 
and harassed, and once aroused lo a fighting mood 
they may be needlessly injured or killed regardless 
of what the intentions of the performers might be. 

“These exhibitions were recently stopped in the 
United States by American Humane agencies. They 
are outlawed in sixteen out of twenty Latin American 
countries. The promoters are now looking for a foot- 
hold in Canada, and unfortunately it appears that 
the Chamber of Commerce of the Town of Lindsay 
is providing this foothold, It is regrettable that a 
community so richly endowed by nature finds it 
necessary lo employ this sort of thing to attract 
tourists, 

“We strive to educate our younger generation in 
animal welfare and the promotion of reasonable con- 
sideration for animals, Are they now:to be exposed 
to this form of degenerating spectator sport? Are 
we destined to have bloodless bullfights today, and 
bloody bullfights tomorrow? 

“We are confident that Canadians as a race are 
opposed to bullfighting, even under the label of “art” 
or “sport”. It is foreign to our way of life. Possibly 
the most objectionable featwre aside from the  tor- 
menting of helpless animals is that bullfighting is 
an immoral sport which lowers the ideals of the spec- 
tator, The mental health of the nation could be ef- 
‘fected by public displays of this sort. 

“We must strive to prevent the infiltration of bull- 
fighting into this country and guard against attempts 
to gain public acceptance of the bullfight under the 
guise of “art”, “sport” or “pageantry.” 

“Your Society is doing everything within its power 
to prevent this from occurring. But you can also help! 
Write to Mr. J. Lloyd Burrows, Mayor, Town of Lind- 
say; The Lindsay Post, Lindsay; and your local news- 
paper and let them know what you think of the pro- 
posed bullfight!

WE OFTEN WONDER... 

When we learn of boating and swimming trage- 
dies, we often wonder if there is much point in passing 
along information and advice on safe practices while 
around or on water. We are prompted to continue 
our efforts to promote safety in its many aspects when 
when we speculate on what the situation might be 
if it weren't for the amount of attention called to safe 
practices and if a large number of people weren't be- 
ing reached in this way. 

Next week is “National Boating Week” and this 
seems like a good time to pass along these thoughts 
on water safety from Outboard Marine News: 

“If reasonable care is taken on the water by all 
enjoying boating and swimming, not a single accident 
would occur the whole summer long. Always when 
the reports are in, someone’s thoughlessness, some- 
One's carelessness, emerges as the true cause of the 
mishap, however small — however grave. 

“Observance of safety regulations on the water 
in no way restricts the pleasure boating affords. 
Rather, it can be said, intelligent observance of the 


few rulings that apply to water safety adds im- 
Teasurably to the enjoyment all can derive 
from the nation’s leading recreation. It is the 
elear responsibility of all engaging in water 


sports not only to learn and practise the rules govern- 
ing safety on the water, but also to instruct those 
persons — usually younger — who share the delights 
your pleasure craft offers. 

“Main causes of boating hazards in order of fre- 
quency are: Overpowering boats; and reckless opera- 
uon. 

“Just as courtesy and good judgement are im- 
portant when driving your automobile on the high- 
ways, respect for marine traffic regulations too is 
necessary when operating your boat on the waterways. 
Consideration must be shown the boating privileges 
of those in smaller craft especially. With boat traffic 
becoming heavier each summer, boatmen must be on 
the constant alert for swimmers, skiers, as well as 
other boats. If you see someone “hotrodding” give 
him universal sign of disapproval, the “Thumbs Down” 
signal. If this doesn’t get results, take his number 
and report him to local authorities. 

“Boating safety begins with the boat itself. 
yours seaworthy? 


Is 
Does it carry a life jacket or an 
approyed safety cushion for each passenger aboard? 
Does it have running lights if used after dark? Do you 
have all equipment required by law aboard? 

“The operator of the boat should familiarize him- 
self too with boating conditions in his area. He must 
make a point of understanding local weather as it af- 
fects boating; then make sure that he allows himself 
an adequate margin “just to be sure”. As skipper of 
his boat, the operator is responsible not only for ob- 
servance of safe boating rules himself, but he must 
also ensure that his passengers obey all regulations. 
Standing up or moying about in a small boat while 
underway, for example, are but two of the rules of 
the water he must enforce.” 

The commentary concludes with these words: 
“Actually, it is primarily a matter of common sense 
added to a basic understanding of the performance 
limits of the craft being used”, a sentiment with which 
many people will agree.

County agricultural representative 
outlines requisites of pure supply 


At this time of the year, with 
meny visitors at our farm homes, 
and large number of tourists at the 
many summer camps in Victoria and 
Haliburton Counties, adequate sour- 
ces of good water for household pur- 
poses must be available or found. 
Due to the very dry spring which 
we have experienced, the water level 
in our lakes and streams is very low 
and some farm wells are well below 
their normal capacity, In this con- 
dition, water supplies are more like- 
ly to be poor quality than under 
normal conditions. 

Few water supplies are free from 
| bacteria, says Prof, E. H, Carrard, 
Head of the Department of Bac- 
teriology, Ontario Agricultural Col- 
lege, Guelph. Ponds, lakes, streams 
and wells contain microorganisms 
brought down from the air by rain, 
snow and ail. Great numbers are 
added from the soil, while man, an- 
imals, and birds contribute others.

until it has filtered down through 
10 or 12 feet of soil. Such filtration 
frees the water of bacteria. 


Good location and proper con- 
struction are wasted if little or no 
attention is prid to the top of the 
well. Many exrellent wells are spoil- 
ed by the tops being made of badly 
fitting boards or planks through 
which rain water, manure filth, dirt 
and insects can enter. The top 
should be placed on walls that are 
finished above ground level and 
should preferably be built of con- 
crete with a suitable, tight manhole. 
It should slope towards the outside 
and the earth should be graded away 
from the curb in order to carry off 
waste water, 

To determine if water is fit for 
human consumption, samples are 
tested for the presence of intestin- 
al bacteria. If such organisms are 
detected in certain amounts of water 
the water is reported to be polluted, 
and should be boiled or chlorinated. 
It must be kept in mind, however, 
warns Professor Carrard, that such 
treatment is only a temporary mea- 
Sure and steps should be taken to 
locate the source of pollution and 
prevent its recurrence. Chlorination 
may be accomplished by the addition 
of a few drops of any commercial 
hypochlorite solution to each gallon 
of water. No flavour results but the 
water is rendered safe. 


| The most cmmon statement | 

“chlorine is poisonous, therefore it 

should not be used” is apparently | 
| based on the fact that elemental 
| chlorine is an irritant gas, and will, 
| if inhaled, have serious effects on 
| the Jungs. However, chlorine does 
|not appear in drinking water in} 
| the gaseous state. Being a yery ac- | 
|tive element it combines readily | 
with organic and other materials 
present in water. In this form it is 
no longer a gas, nor is it an irrit- 
ant in the concenration normally 
used, measured in ,parts of chior- 
ine per million of weter. In the com- 
bined state clorine in water is no 
| more toxic than table salt, another 
chlorine compound, of which the 
average individual uses considerable 
amounts. 

The unpleasant flavour said to 
result from chlorination is oddly en- H 
ough, due to ‘he use of insufficient 
chiorine in the treatment of water.

| a bottle at the office of the Depart- 
}ment of Agriculture, Lindsay, in 
| which samples may be forwarded to 
the Department of Bacteriology at 
| the Ontario Agricultural College, 
| Guelph. There is no charge for this 
service and the report sent forward 
| to each party submittting water for 
testing gives not only the classifica- 
tion of the water sample but the di- 
| rections for chlorination if cuch is 
necessary.

Construct.on work is well under- 
way on the yroject of erecting a 
new Ontario Government Office 
Building on the former Hazleton 
farm property, When the project is 

) completed ts year it will bring 
together all Branch offices of gov- 
ernmental departments, which re- 
quire space for providing various 
Services 3 the Victoria and Halibur- 
ton areas. 

The l-cation of the main office 
building is 225 ft. back from High- 
way No. 7, anc is approached by a 
semi-circular driveway of approx- 
imately 310 ft. The front of the 
main building will be 250 ft. wide 
and will rise 2 storeys above grade 
over a full basement. The deepest. 
of the 3 single-storey wings will be 
150 ft. in from ‘ngeline Street and 
extend 180 feet. A connecting link 
from the east wing will lead to the 
OPP. Detachment Building and 
garages. The “L” shaped Detach- 
ment Building will have a 90 ft. 
frontage on Angeline Street along 
with an 85 {t. 8-car garage which will 
occupy the entire Angeline Street 
frontage between the private prop- 
erties now in existance. 

The buildings will be of brick and 
re-inforced concrete construction 
and fire resistant. There will be a 
Jarge decorative pane] with enam- 
elled coloured glass blocks alter- 
nating with clea. glass blocks to 
give a striking appearance.

She told one instance of haying 
an Arab sovereign asa patient 
and the consternation of the stati 
when he brought a retinue of some 
hundred servants. One of the in- 
teresting highlights of her talk 
was the description of a car ac- 
cident in which she was involved 
and in which her broken bones 
were set by a village bone-setter 
who cast them with a mixture of 
incense and bread crumbs. 


Towards the latter part of her 
six year stay in Lebanon she was 
employed by the United States 
State Department, in which capa- 
city She directed a linguistic pro- 
ject of teaching English to some 
20,000 illiterate Arab adults. It 
necessitated the use of some 200 
teachers and 20 schools through= 
out Lebanon anil lasted one year. 
She emphasized toward, the end 
of her talk the importance of re- 
ligious antagonism between the 
many beliefs and how it underlies 
all political disurbances in Le- 
banon.

WEATHER CONTROL ... 1S IT HERE? 

Whenever there is a spell of unusual weather 
people speculate on the cause, During these days the 
finger is often pointed at “the bomb tests”... “They 
aren't doing the weather any good by exploding those 
things” .. . If seoms natural for people to associate 
any oxtraordinary weather changes with some man- 
made device just as it offen develops that while the gen- 
eral public doesn’t know for sure that something ts 
amiss, poople are frequently closer to the truth in 
their ruminations than they realize. The flying saucer 
is a good example of this... For years the idea was 
discredited and then it is learned on the highest auth- 
ority that they not only exist but are not explained, 
nor is the public entrusted with information which 
might one day be in the interests of their porsonal 
safoty, 

Some day, maybe sooner than we expect, we will 
learn that moans of controlling the weather has boon 
devised. It has already been established that nuclear 
explosions do influence air currents and are capable 
of producing drastic climatic changes. 

Brie S, Noal, writing under the heading “Weather 
Control makes these absorbing observations: 

“The Ottawa Citizen recently published a cartoon 
by David Low Hlustrating the “Wet War" between the 
“Soviet Weather Works” and the “Anglo-American 
Weather Works’, with the note: “It sooms that 
the present international jostling at the Antaretic is 
connected with the opening of a new rivalry in large-

scale research into global weather control’, 

“That is not so far-fotehed as it would seem and 
four American sejentists on the ‘President's Advisory 
Committee on Weather Control” warned in December 
last “. ,. that the United States might be falling be- 
hind in work on weather control’. 

“According to radio and newspaper reports from 
Paris last November, Soviet scientists declared that 
they could change the weather anywhere in the world 
at will as they were in possession of the magnetic 
South Pole, here they had built a permanent 
dlishment, and also substantially controllod the north 
magnetic polar regions. One result of their recent 
experiments was undoubtedly the abnormal warm 
spell we had near the beginning of April, and the cold 
windstorms in the third week of that month, Nuclear 
weapons tests have been superseded by atomic wea- 
ther control tests, which are being continued under 
under the new designation,

The village of Little Britain and the surrounding 
community ts one of the few Ontario places which still 
hold successful Civie Holiday celebrations, It is only 
a matter of a few yoars back that nearly every town, 
eity and hamlet in Ontario held Civie Holiday celebra- 
tions.

BY THE HEAD 

It was interesting to note the other day that 


barbers were going to raise the price of halreuts to 
children and students and while this may not be ap- 
preciatod by the younger set, it probably isn't unfair 
. . « When else does the average person have so much 
hair? 

But there is another facet about the hair-cutting 
business which never seems to be quite fair and that 
is the price charged a man with receding hair, or worse 
still, the man who has only fringe benefits left, 

In purchasing dry goods, we pay for tt in aeccord- 
ance with what we receives butter comes by the pound, 
potatoes by the peck and we even buy some things by 
the head, lettuce and cabbage for example, And speak- 
ing of the heads, maybe that would be the fairest way 
of paying for haireuts ... by the head according to 
the quantity of hair Tn this way the man with the 
thick head of hair would no longer be sudsidized by 
the man with the glistening pate . The latter might 
even get off with the price of a neck trim with just 
the scissors around the ears, 

Of course there would be one problem , .. How to 
correlate area of hair and price. This could become 
quite involved and cause considerable bickering so it 
might be just as well to leave things as they are: so 
much per head, hair or no hair, 


FLIRTING WITH THE LAW 
AND ON THE WRONG SIDE! 

It now becomes unmistakably clear that bull- 
fighting, or the staging of bullfights such as the Lind- 
say Chamber of Commerce is allegedly planning to do 
at Lindsay, would place the sponsors in the position of 
“flirting with the law’ and on the wrong side at that! 

Crown Attorney Lorne Jordan, with the approval 
of the Ontario Attorney-General, has outlined the pro- 
visions of the Act governing the protection of animals 
from inhumane practicos. They leave no doubt that 
the proposed bullfight( so-called) might very well be 
outside the law... illegal, Mr. Jordan’s letter to the 
Chamber of Commerce, & copy of which went to Chief 
Constable John unter, makes this very clear in its re- 
ference to Seetion 887 of the Criminal Code which 
reads in part: (1) Everyone commits an offense who 
(a) wilfully causes or, being the owner, wilfully per- 
mits to be caused unnevessary pain, suffering or in- 
jury to an animal, is guilty of an offence punishable 
on summary conviction. 

The Crown Attorney warns further that “if the 
provisions of the law are violated during the proposed 
exhibition, appropriate action will be taken immedia- 
tely by the Police”, He goes on to state: “I might 
add that should a charge be laid under Section 38T (1) 
and depending upon the facts and cireumstances, it 
would be contended by the prosecution that the teas- 
ing, harassing or provoking of animals is contenyplated 
by this Section". 

This warning seems to leave little doubt as to the 
shaky nature of the ground upon which the Chamber 
of Commerce would be treading it it decided to pur 
sue its ill-advised course to sponsor a bullfight in 
Lindsay, bloodless or otherwise. 

It has been brought to our attention that outside 
influences are now at work trying to goad the Cham- 
ber of Commerce on the road to its own ultimate de- 
struction, This “egging on” is coming from a quarter 
whieh would unquestionably take an entirely * dif- 
forent view of the situation if the bullfight were go- 
ing to be held in its own back vard, thereby endanger 
ing the good name of its proud city, To those who 
would ill-advise the Lindsay Chamber of Commerce, 
We suggest that they devote their time to abetting 
the destruction of their own organisations rather 
that none-too-subtly encouraging the downfall of their 
noighbours. And to the Lindsay Chamber of Com- 
Meroe May we suggest that it look with disfavour 
upon such gentle goading and prodding, recognising 
the ulterior motive which lies beneath an outward 
show of goodwill, 

Lindsay, as a community, must not be allowed to 
olther walk or be dragged into the bullfighting trap 
whieh has been baited and set by agencies which we 
suspect are entirely alion to (he town, unaffected by 
its progress or regression and only interested in its 
value as a testing ground for an enterprise already 
in general disfavour, If Lindsay suffers by allowing 
itself ta be “the goat” for outside bullfighting interests, 
there are three things whieh we may count on: (1) 
the early demise of the Chamber of Commerve (2) a 
thorough washing of the hands by those who were 
assovlated with (he experinvent . . . And (8) lasting 
damage to the Town's good name, Will the Lindsay 
Chamber of Conmmerce expose either the town or it- 
self to such an undeserving fate?

Operation Scugog 


Dragging 
not 
dredging 


The Scugog River is to be drag- 
ged. not dredged as was at first 
panned by Parliament Assistant to 
the Minister of Public Works, C. W. 
Hodgson, MP, 

In a letter to Mr. Marshall Ste- 
phens, chairman, Lindsay Board of 
Health, Mr Hodgson writes: 

“The dragging, weed-pulling, etc., 
in the Scugog River is being done 
at the present time and all dead- 
heads are being removed, clearing 
the channel to a minimum of six 
feet. This has been in operation for 
three or four days now, and they 
have encount:red very few weeds 
for the first few days’ operation. 

“My thought was that in the first 
instance the river would need to be 
dredged, but as .the .government 
dredge is occupied in the Lake Sim- 
coe area, -od there is more work 
there yet than th ~ can do, and as I 
put so much prssure on the de- 
partment to have something done 
immediately they are using this 
method to try and haye it cleared 
by the Ist of July. They are making 
sure of a minimum depth of six 
feet. 

“T trust that you know that seven 
feet is the average of the whole 
Trent Canal System, so if they get 
the logs, weeds and mud cleared to 
a depth of six feet and some new 
buoys installed it should be in fair 
condition. I trust this is what your 
committee requested. 

“ T saw an editorial in the 
Lindsay Post of Friday, June 20th, 
with reference to dragging or dredg- 
ing. You have my permission to 
give them any information you see 
fit.”

KILLED BY ELECTRIC SHOCK 

The Industrial Accident Prevention Associations 
are concerned with the number of people who have 
been killed by electric shock or drowned in recent 
weeks and it has appealed for widespread publicity on 
the importance of immediately applying artificial res- 
piration in such cases. The urgency of the appeal 
and its importance is stressed when it is realized that 
seven Ontario workmen haye lost their lives as a result 
of electric shock in the past six weeks. 

Tt is the belief of the Associations that some of 
these lives might have been saved if other workmen 
on the spot had been able to apply prompt artificial 
respiration, 3 

Outlining the case for prompt artificial respiration 
treatment the Associations letter states, quote: 

“Commenting on the importance of immediate at- 
tention in electric shock cases, Mr. R.G.D. Anderson, 


General Manager of the Industrial Accident Pre- 
yention Associations, of Ontario, said: ‘‘Artificial 
respiration must be applied within minutes. Every 


minute lost greatly reduces the chances of recovery. 
All electricians and maintenance people should he fully 
trained in artificial respiration, and trained to apply it 
at the scene of the accident.” 

“Records of the Hydro Blectric Power Commission 
of Ontario reveal that more than 170 employees who 
received prompt manual artificial respiration after 
electric shock, were saved. 

“The Medical Officer of the Commisison, Dr. R. 
W.I. Urquhart, has stated that usual tests for death 
are not reliable in electric shock cases. He advises 
that artificial respiration be applied at once and con- 
tinued until either the patient recovers or rigor mortis 
sets in. 

“Instructions in artificial respiration may be ob- 
tained from any St. John Ambulance Brigade. This 
knowledge is also useful in cases of drowning or 
asphyxiation.” 


DRAGGING OR DREDGING? 

On March 15th of this year, Clayton W. Hodgson, 
M.P. and Parliamentary Assistant to the Minister of 
Public Works in the federal government, announced 
that he had received assurances that extensive 
dredging would be carried out in the Trent Canal Sys- 
tem this year. Mr. Hodgson said at that time the en- 
tire western section of the system would be cleaned 
up and extensive dredging done. 

During a visit to Lindsay this week, Mr. Hodgson 
is quoted by some sources as having said that extensive 
dragging would be done on the Scugog River... He 
hoped it might be possible to drag the entire length of 
the river. 

These two statements have caused some concern 
among those who use the river extensively. While the 
dictionary indicates that the words “dredge” and “drag” 
have the same meaning when applied to river cleanup 
work, local interpretation of the meaning of the two 
words disagrees. Drag, those familiar with the river 
term will tell you, means to drag a chain or harrows 
over the river bottom and stir up the debris. This, 
these same people state, isn’t a satisfactory process . . 
It only leads to further trouble. Dredging, in their yo- 
cabulary refers to that river cleanup process which 
involves scooping the debris from the bottom and 
putting it securely ashore, never again to cause trou- 
ble. 

In view of the conflicting interpretations of the 
two words, and having in mind the fact that the mem- 
ber has been quoted variously as having said the river 
would be dragged and dredged, a clarifying statement 
from him would be in order. 3 


A STRAIGHT “YES” OR “No” 

“The question as to whether or not a bull- 
fight is to be held in Lindsay this summer should 
be answered with a straight “yes” or “no”, It 
seems that the Lindsay Chamber of Commerce is 
doing a good deal of hedging, which is remark- 
able behaviour for a responsible organization.” 

The aforegoing is an excerpt from an editorial 
appearing in “The Evening Guide’, Port Hope, and we 
think it “hits the nail right on the head.” 

A straight “yes” or “no” to the question of 
whether or not the Lindsay Chamber of Commerce 
is going ahead with plans to hold a bloodless bullfight 
is required now. Wyasive answers are no good, they 
are destroying the integrity of the Chamber of Com- 
merce itself by their irresponsible nature and, given 
time, will irreparably damage public confidence in the 
C of C...A terrible price to pay for an allegedly de- 
liberately conceived  publicity-getting controversy 
which has achieved its purpose and now needs io be 
brought to a head, 

Responsibility of the Crown 

It has been suggested that the man to gel a 
straight “‘yes’’ or ‘no’ from the Chamber of Com- 
merce is Crown Attorney Lore Jordan. The sug- 
gestion is not ours, although it would seem to have 
some merit since an infraction of the Criminal Code 
is allegedly intended and there has been no denial of 
the intent. This suggestion confronts us with the 
question of whether or not it is the Crown's duty to 
demand statements of intent or merely to prosecute 
the action, having in mind that the alleged intention 
has been allowed to stand associated with the name 
of a specific organization. Perhaps Mr. Jordan can 
best put us straight on this point. 

In the meantime, the Chamber of Commerce 
would grow in stature by making a clear-cut state- 
ment of its Civic Holiday plans, no holds barred.

RARE BIRD KILLED 


Turkey vulture shot 
at Mississagua dump 


Conservatic: Officer Jesse Brad- 
shaw of Bobcaygeon, while on pa- 
trol recently in the Oatchacoma 
Lake area, found the carcass of a 
large turkey vulture in a dump in 
tho tourist rest area of Mississagua 
Lake. Investigatio showed that the 
vulture was a fine specimen with a 
five foot six inch wing spread and 
that it had been shot, 


There is little doubt that the per- 
son who killed this rare bird did 
so not knowing, what it was and 
possibly caring less, the Dept. of 
Lands and Fores's state. 


Turkey vultur s, the department 
explains, have a wing spread of 
nearly six feet and are among the 
world's most graceful and skilled fly- 
ers. They soar through the air in 
wide circles and broad spirals. They 
are often known to be above the 
clouds and have the unusual ability 
of maintaining a flight level with 
nothing more than occasional adjust- 


ment of the w-um making use of all | 
wind currents <t the height of their 
flight, They are so specialized in 
the art of glidin by use of wind 
currents that cu days when there is 
no wind they scem to prefer to stay 
on the ground rather than to exert 
their wings to fly. 

Turkey vulture: haye a definite 
value as scavengers in the cleaning 
up of decaying carcasses and other 
waste material. Their food consists 
mostly of carion and they are rig- 
idly protected by law in almost all 
perts of North America. Sometimes 
flocks of up o two dozen turkey 
vultures will e found in one area 
giving final disposition to a large 
carion carcass or et a garbage dump. 
They do not trouble themselves 
much with building nests but lay 
their brownish spotted eggs usual’ 
one to three on rocky ledges, quite} 
often on the -rovnd near some old 
log and occasionally in a hollow 
branch of a large tree ,
